A DEMON'S DEED ! 


He Cots the Throat of His Wife, Child 
and Brotber-in-Law and Then 
Hangs Himself. 


LOUISVIMIB, NOV. 4.—A terrible trag- 
edy was enacted in the western portion 
of the city last night, the results of 
which were not discovered until ten 
o'clock this morning. 
At that hour, 
Mrs. Mary Bruner, the mother of Mrs. 
Chas. B. Brownfield, who lives at 1,922 
West Chestnut street, called at the resi- 
dence of her daughter. 
No one answer- 
ed to her ring and she went to the win- 
dow and threw open the shutters. 
In 
the middle of the door, opening between 
the room occupied by her husband and 
their daughter, eight or ten years old, 
and the one occupied by W. F. Bruner, 
the brother of Mrs. Brownfield, who re- 
sided with the family, was the body of 
her daughter's husband, suspended by a 
strap attached to his neck. 


She aroused the neighbors, who made 
the following discoveries: At the sui- 
cides back and on a bed in the dark cor- 
ner was the body of William P. Bruner 
with his throat cut. 
Facing the mur- 
derer in the other room was another bed, 
upon which, stiffened in their blood, 
were the forms of his wife and child, 
their heads almost severed from their 
bodies. 
Beneath Brownfield's feet lay 
the razor, with which the deeds had 
been committed. 
On the bureau in the 
parlor the following letter, dated 6:30 
o'clock, and written by the murderer in 
an anusually legible hand was found: 


"To all whom it may concern: 
I, 
Charles B. Brownfield, murdered my 
dear wife and baby, also W. P. Bruner, 
my brother-in-law. 
I killed my wife 
and baby because I was tired of life and 
did not want them left penniless in the 
world and with no one to care for them. 
My cause for being tired of life is gam- 
bling. 
Now let my brothers and friends 
take warning. 
I killed Wm. Bruner be- 
cause I didn't think he was fit to live, 
and now I will make an attempt on my 
own life. 
So goodbye, 
my father, 
brother, sister and friends. 
All take 
warning. 
Goodbye. 
CHABLES. B . BROWNFIELD," 
Chas. Brownfield was thirty years old, 
and was very dissipated. 
He caused his 
father, a highly respected old gentle- 
man, much trouble. 
He was a me- 
chanic and worked in the shops of the 
Louisville and Nashville raihoad in this 
city.

decided to shut down every glass factory 
in the east at the close of the present 
month. 
Messrs. D. C. Ripley, of Pitts- 
burg, Pa., and R. Beatty, of Steuben- 
ville, Ohio, as a committee, representing 
the Western Flint and Lime Glass Man- 
ufacturers' association, met the manu- 
facturers of this district.

MrLWAUKEE, Nov. 4.—An influentially 
attended meeting was held at St. Mary's 
church for the porpose of making ar- 
rangements for a large secular demon- 
stration to be given by the Catholics of 
the city on Thanksgi\^ing day in honor 
of tbe pope's golden jubilee of his ordi- 
nation to the priesihood.

to be followed by a mass meeting in the 
exposition at night. 
A cable dispatch 
will be sent to the sovereign pontiff, who 
will probably respond by bestowing the 
apostolic benediction upon the evening 
gathering. 


They Drank Half and Half. 


Y., Nov. 4.—Tuesday 
night J. W. VanKeuren.of Utica, handed 
his wife a tumbler, telling her to drink 
half^the contents and he would drink 
the other half. 
He said it was medicine 
they both needed.

wife that it was a mixture of strychnine 
that they had drank. 
VanKeuren died 
in terrible agony, but Mrs. VanKeuren 
is still alive and it is believed she will 
recover.

SENATOR EUGENE HALE 


Acts as Blaine's Spokesman and Says 
the Plumed Enight Does Not Want 
the Presidential Nomination. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 4.—Senator Eugene 
Hale, of Maine, who arrived here from 
France on Monday, is at the Fifth Ave- 
nue hotel. 
He was met by a reporter 
yesterday and asked: 


"Where did you last see Mr. Blaine?" 
"I met him and his party several times 
during the summer, and bade them 
good-bye in Paris the day I left there 
for America. 
Mr. Blaine was never in 
better health and spirits than at present. 
He looks well, he feels well, and he is 
well." 


"Do you expect to see him make an- 
other race for the presidency?" 


''A good deal of talk has been made 
about this, as is natural. 
It is difficult 
to make people understand and believe 
that a man who has once come near the 
presidency is not filled to oveiflow with 
the desire for that great place. 
If I 
say anything about this in connection 
with Mr. Blaine it is better to tell you 
the exact truth in the matter. 
Mr. 
Blaine does not desire another nomina- 
tion. 
He has had his share of presiden- 
tial battles and shrinks from 
going 
through another where he will be the 
candidate. 
I am sure he would much 
prefer taking part in the next campaign 
in advocacy of the election of some other 
leading republican. 
He does not desire 
or expect his friends to make another 
contest in the convention." 


Collided With a Street Car. 


PITTSBURO, Nov. 4.—An engine at- 
tached to a freight train on the Fori; 
Wayne railway struck a street car at the 
Federal 
street crossing in Allegheny 
about 6 o'clock last night. 
Two passen- 
gers who jumped from the car were 
caught and ground to death. 
Their 
names were John M. Culp, teller of the 
Odd Fellows' savings bank, this city, 
and Miss Harriett Weyman, sister of 
Weyman Bros., tobacconists. 
The ac- 
cident was caused by Gateman Cunning- 
ham raising the safety gates too soon. 


A Fatal Mijitakc. 


CHICAGO, November 4.—In the case of 
Frank Rinkenberger on trial for shoot- 
ing Mrs. Margaret Seul, near Crosse 
Point, September 11, the jury returned 
a verdict of "not guilty." Rinkenberger 
was shooting at a plug of tobacco set 
upon the fence, when a chance bullet 
from his Winchester rifle struck Mrs. 
Seul in the back, killing her aimost in- 
stantly. 
She was following a funeral in 
a carriage at the time, and was on the 
road 150 yards from Rinkenberger. 
He 
was indicted for murder. 


Mrs. Lillie Garrett Arrested. 


CiiEVEiiAND, Nov. 4.—Mrs. Lillie Gar- 
rett, who is suspected of having caused 
the death of her two imbecile step 
daughters by setting fire to the things 
in the room where they slept, was ar- 
rested at Spencer, Medina county, and 
will have a hearing.

girls as she should have treated them, 
but he will not say whether or «j).ot he 
thinks they were murdered. 


Several Persons Injured.

IT WASJ^HOAX ! 


The Alleged Attempt on the Life of 
Chief JDstlM Waite Provesto 
be â Hoax. 


WASHSNGTON, Nov. 4.—The package 
which last night was delivered to Chief 
Justice Waite, and which, upon investi- 
gation, was found to contain a contri- 
vance, supposed to be an infernal ma- 
chine, was this morning sent to the dis- 
trict chemist, Richardson, for investiga- 
tion by an expert. Before it was exam- 
ined S. B. Hopkins made a confession 
that he invented the whole scheme. 


^ Shelburn G. Hopkins, in his confes- 
sion, says the scheme was concocted by 
himself and Arthur B. Sperry, a reporter 
oa a local paper here, for the purpose of 
selling the story to the' newspapers. 
A 
small phial in the package contained 
only ink. 


The ink had a very small quantity of 
powder, just sufficient to burst the phial 
and alarm the person who might open 
the package. 
Both Hopkins and Sperry 
were immediately arrested, charged with 
conspiracy to defraud news paper corres- 
pondents.

The Oil and Coal King of Wyoming 
Tisits His Old Fort Wayne 
Home. 


Mr. Cy Iba arrived in the city to-day 
from Wyoming and is a guest of his 
mother at No. 129 Fairfield avenue. 
He 
is a brother of Engineer Geo. Iba, and 
together they are renewing old acquain- 
tance, 
Mr. Iba left Fort W a ^ e Feb. 
16, 1851, and this is his first visit home. 


He is interested in coal and oil in- 
terests io Wyoming and would be pleased 
to explain its resources to callers at his 
mother's home. 


EQ route here, Mr. Iba stopped at 
Chicago, and the Tribune 
has this in- 
terview with him: 


Cy Iba, known throughout the west 
as "The Oil King of Wyoming," reach- 
ed Chicago yesterday. He has been on 
earth about half a century, is a wiry, 
well-seasoned specimen of the far west 
prospector, and in conversation, yester- 
day, as to the wonderful resources and 
grand future of the territory from which 
he hails, he talked as follows: " We 
need transportation to develop Wyom- 
ing. 
I have lived there eight yeais and 
ducing all that time have been prospect- 
ing for oil, coal, iron, lead, copper, sil- 
ver, gpld and soda, so that I feel compe- 
tent to talk on our sub-surface resources. 
About three years ago Seminole, a half- 
breed Indian, while out hunting dis- 
covered 
the 
flowing 
oil 
spring. 
It's simply a tract abont 20x150 feet in 
area through which oil and water con- 
tinually bubble up. 
There are now 
about two barrels daily dipped up from 
it. 
The oil is worth 40 cents a gallon 
on the grounds. 
The 
warmer the 
weather the faster the oil flows. It is 
used for lubricating reapers, mowers, 
and other machine]^, as well as a medi- 
cine for rheumatism, diphtheria and 
other maladies, but for want of trans- 
portation it has never been marketed- 
The oil basin is situated seventy mile» 
west of the Eldhorn terminus of the 
Preemont and Missouri Valley railroad, 
better known as "the Northwestern," 
which in a short time will be completed 
to within ten miles of the oil fields. 
Forty miles north of these is located 
Salt Creek Oil Basin, in Johnson county, 
and in the same oil strata with the 
others. 


The natural springs there flow two 
barrels daily. 
Eighteen miles west of 
this point, on Powder river, four natural 
oil springs ¿have been found which to- 
gether have a daily ^flow of five barrels. 
On the Sweetwater river, near Independ- 
ence Rock, are vast soda beds. 
They 
run from two inches to forty feet in 
thickness. 
It is found there in both the 
liquid and hard state. 
It is 85 per cent, 
carbonate of soda. 
There is also soda 
be<is in the Platte River. 


The finest glass oan be made of this 
soda. 
Soap oan also be manufactured 
from it. 
Kirk, the Chicago soap man, 
is figuring on it to use in the soap line. 
Within fifteen miles south of this soda 
bed are the great Iron mountains. 
Iron 
men say that the iron there secured is as 
good as any from Pennsylvania mines. 
Five miles west are found gold and cop- 
per mines, now being worked, and five 
miles further west lead and silver mines 
are being worked. 
With railroads and 
capital to develop our territory we will 
have the richest land on earth. 
Land 
there is now worth $200, to $1,000 a claim 
—160 acres.

THE NEW GAS COMPANY. 


It Must Submit to an Iron-clad Ordì' 
nance—Its Provisions and 
Limitations. 


The representatives of the Standard 
Gas and Fuel company met at the coun- 
cil chamber yesterday afternoon." There 
was an emphatic protest against the or- 
dinance prepared by the company and 
presented for passage at the last coun- 
cil meeting. 


John R. Markle, of Detroit, Supt. P. 
8, O'Rourke, of this city, and others 
championed the cause of the new gas 
company, while Mayor Muhler and mem- 
bers of the council committee looked 
after the interests of the city. 


The result was a decision to entirely 
reject the original ordinance of the com- 
pany and last night the committee met 
and outlined a new franchise tor the 
company. 


It will provide that the company must 
extend their mains all over the city 
where a majority of the people petition 
for them. 


It must furnish manufactured gas for 
a simi not to exceed seventy-five cents 
per 1,000 feet. 


It must furnish natural gas, if used, at 
one-half the cost of coal fuel rated at $6 
a ton. 


It must have its works in operation in- 
side of a year, must begin work before 
the first of April next and must give a 
$5,000 bond to protect the city from 
damages. 


The company cannot sell out or assign 
their property until the works are com- 
pleted and must keep streets and alleys, 
^sturbed by it, in repair. 


" I did not violently oppose the com- 
pany, as the Journal states," said Mayor 
Muhler, "but I did insist on protecting 
the rights of the people, as the new or- 
dinance fully does. 
I have 
always 
favored a new gas company and favored 
the Cincinnati and Philadelphia parties, 
bat our ordinance was too honest for 
them and they left the citv. 
No matter 
what companies come here they must 
stipulate the price of gas, natural or 
manufactured, or else I will do all I can 
to refuse them a charter." 


The gas used at Manhattan Beach ho- 
tel is manufactured on the process pro- 
posed by the new company, but Captain 
McKinnie only paid thirfcy-five cents per 
1,000 cubic feet for it. He consumed from 
40,000 to 50,000 feet a day in his hotel 
and is satisfied with the gas, but cannot 
see why it cannot be furnished at as 
cheap figures out here. 


The new ordinance is almost a copy 
of the ordinances granted the Cincinna- 
ti and Philadelphia companies four years 
ago.

A Glance at the Life of a Noble Chris- 
tian Lady.

He Cats th* Throat of Ills rTlfr, Child 


and Brolhrr-ln Law and Then 


Hangs Himself. 


LOOSMLLI, Nov. 4.—A terrible trag- 


edy wa> enacted in the weatcrn portion 
of the city lut night, the rranlti of 
which were not discovered until ten 
o'clock thia morning. 
At that hour, 


Mra. Mary Bruner, the mother of Mrs. 
Chaa. B. Brownfield, who livn at 1.9-22 
Weet Chestnut street, called at the resi- 
dence of her daughter. No one answer- 
ed to her ring and abe went to the win- 
dow and threw open the shutters. In 
tbe middle of the door, opening between 
the room occupied by her husband and 
their daughter, eight or ten vears old, 
and the one occupied by W. F*. Bruner, 
tbe brother of Mrs. Brownfield, who re- 
sided with tbe family, waa the body of 
her daughter's husband, suspended by a 
strap attached to his neck. 


Hhe aroused tbe neighbors, who made 


the following discoveriea: At tbe anf- 
cides back and on a bed in the dark cor- 
ner was the bodr of William F. Brnner 
with bis throat cut. Facing tbe mur- 
derer in the other room waa another bed, 
upon which, stiffened in their blood, 
were tbe forma of hifl wife and child, 
their beads almost Revered from their 
todies. Beneath Brownfield's fret lay 
the razor, with which the deeda had 
tieen committed. On the bureau in the 
parlor the following letter, dated 6 JO 
o'clock, and written by the murderer in 
an unusually legible band waa found:
